Wti use tlie word sooiul advisedly on 
account of the many projudicos oxistiug 
against it; but knowing there is nothing 
in a name unless something is representeil 
by it; we suggest it for genial purposes 
Bolely.

Helena Napoleon said : "llussia is the 
power now most to be apprehended. 
If she organize Poland she will bo in- 
vincible. She always had a longing 
for Turkey, but 1 stood in her -way in 
that quarter." In those days England 
was ciazy on tho subject of French 
aggressions, and welcomed any ally 
that could assist her iu checking tbo 
growth of /French power. She could 
not see that the enemy she had most 
to fear from was at St. Petersburg and 
not at Paris, and that if permitted to 
develop hia strength he would sooner 
or later stretch one baud toward Con- 
stautinoplo and the other toward In- 
dia. So ii^nglaiid courted Russia aud 
furnished tho advice aud the money 
which enabled Russian arms combined 
with Russian snows to break in piecoK 
the Napoleonic empire. Without this 
aid the Moscow campaign would either 
have never been fought, or would have 
bad n different termination. Napoleon 
intended to so cripple Russia that she 
would never again be a disturbing 
element in Europeon politics. Eng- 
land prevented, and is now paying tho 
penalty. The rise of Russia to a dom- 
inant position dates from 1812, Not 
until tho genius of the greatest sol- 
dier the world has seen had been foil- 
ed through her instrumentality did 
\she realize her position and opportuni- 
ties. How well she has improved them 
since history tells. England opened 
the eyes and strengthened the arms of 
Russia, and tho Russian march upon 
Gonstantinoplo and tho East really 
began when Napoleon retreated from 
tho ancient capital of tha Czars. So 
there is a species of poetic vengouuoo 
in the present attitude of affairs, and 
whether England decides to tight or to 
keep tho peace she will have ample 
causo to regret her suicidal foliy aixty- 
tivo yet^rs ago.

The Berlin correspondent of the 
"Times," in a very remarkable letter, 
publishejl on Tuesday, the 11th inst., 
states that the weakness of the Prus- 
sian ParliamGnt is due to three causes. 
In the first place. Ministers are rarely 
taken from the Parliainont, but almost 
always from the bureaucracy which 
alone produces men sufliciently ac- 
quainted with detail to preside over 
the departmentft Tn the second place, 
tbe electors scarcely yet know what 
they do want, conviction, whether as 
to religion, morals, economic p;in- 
ciples, aud social principles, having 
of late years fallen into confusion. 
And in the third place, Parliament is 
divided into six distinct parties, the 
National Liberals, who vote with Bis- 
marck; the Advanced Liberals, who 
resist Bismarck; the T^'tramontaues, 
who are guided by Borne; the Tree 
Conservatives, who vote with the Chan- 
cellor on i^rinciple; tho Conservatives, 
who are absolutists; and the 'Savages,' 
i.e., Poles, Socialists, and a few idea- 
logues. The National Liberal is the 
strongest section, but no one is strong 
enough to form a government or a 
ruling party, aud no other fraction 
will permanently unite with the main 
body. Consequeutly the Government, 
which is very efficient, and has the 
sense to be respectful to Parliament 
as a whole, does as it likes. 

Captain Calver, R. N., F. R, S., is 
a very unpleasant person. He was 
requested by the Conservators of the 
Thames to report upon tho changes in 
the river since the completion of the 
new drainage works, and his Report is 
not nice reading. He says the works 
are silting .up'the, river with sewage. 
The flood tide brings the sewage back 
from the outfalls, aud "a vast mass of 
polluted water, eitrbt miles long, 750 
yards wide, and 4t^ feet deep, charged
